It wae expected that the circuit court 


would open for the first time in the new 
circuit court room at 1:30 o'clock to-dsy. 
The building committee, however, inter- 
fered and objected to taking possession 
of the room until the woodwork has 
been given the finish provided for in the 
specifications. The oil finish, it seems 
has not been properly done. It 'was ar- 
ranged by Judge Vail and the committee 
that court should not be held, but that 
the Judge should adjourn court until 
the 31st of the month, after hearing 
some necessary motions.

A Good Resolution. 


The Democrat who expressed the opin-

Decatur 
has been remarkably fortunate with its 
public school buildings, having never 
lost one by fire.

Deceased was a brother of Norman 


Pringle, the railway mail clerk and pres- 
ent commander of Dunham Post, and 
Henry Pringle, of Dayton, state of Wash- 
ington. On receipt of the telegram, Mr, 
Pringle telegraphed to have the body 
sent to Decatur, and authorized Mr, 
Richards to take charge of the effects. 
The message should have reached here 
Sunday night, bat it did not get here un- 
til this morning. 
Possibly the answer 


will reach Marysville in time to stop the 
burial there. An ans"?er is hourly ex- 
pected. Saturday Norman received a let- 
ter from bis brother. 
He was then at 


Marysville. He said nothing abont being 
ill, and directed that letters tor him be 
sent to Portland, Oregon. 


The deceased was born in Deoatur. 


His age was 44 years. He was the third 
son ot the late Mr. and Mrs. Charles H. 
Pringle, a nephew of the late Judge 
Emerson, and a grandson of the late 
Elizabeth flarrell. He was unmarried. 
Mr. Pringle was the first bill poster De- 
oatnr ever had. He sold out to F. W. 
Haines and went on the road, first with 
the Cal Wagner Minstrels. Next he wss 
agent for the Sprague Original Georgia 
Minstrels, and for a time he was with 
the P. T. Barnum show in the advertis- 
ing department. One season he was in 
the city of New York as the manager ol 
an opera house. About eleven years ago 
Mr. Pringle and O. E. Eiohards pur- 
chased the right to the Spragne Original 
Georgia Minstrel troupe, and since then, 
under the name of Richards & Pringle, 
they bave managed the business, which 
during the past five years has been very 
prosperous. It is not known jaat, how 
much money and property Mr. Pringle 
possessed, but his accounts are kept 
separately in a Chicago bank and the 
facts can be easily ascertained. 


"Bill" Pringle, as he waa familiarly 


known among his friends, was a warm- 
hearted, generous man, always having a 
friendly and happy salutation for his ac- 
qnaintainees. In all his dealings he was 
honorable and upright, and with busi- 
ness and professional men he had their 
full confidence and esteem. The news 
of his sudden death will be a great 
shook to his many Decatnr friends who 
have always enjojed his occasional visits 
to the city. 


Mr. Pringle wes the advance business 


manager for the Georgias and he made a 
big card of Billy Kersands. He had 
traveled extensively in all parts oi the 
country and had personal friends every- 
where.

Should 
failure follow as" the result of the new 
policy, the new administration will suffer 
the loss of the confidence of the people, 
and justly, too.

Palmer on Pension Frauds. 


Senator Pislmer bas announced that 


before the special session of the senate 
ends he will introduce a resolution au- 
thorizing the pension committee to make 
a thorough investigation 
of alleged 


frauds and irregularities in the granting 
of pensions and in the pension system 
generally; and, as if to reassure the pen- 
sioners tbe senator, who is at the head 
of this committee, says: "I hardly think 
any one would accuse me of being other 
than friendly to the pensioners," and in 
addition to this be says, "that it there is 
ever to be a reform in this line, it will 
have to be accomplished by the friends 
of tbe pensioners, and not by their ene- 
mies." Here is a set of allegations that 
mark the junior senator from Illinois as 
being a very smooth person. It is within 
the recollection of the pensioners that 
Senator Palmer went oat of his way to 
compliment President Cleveland for his 
veto of the dependent pension bill, the 
bill which subsequently became a law 
during Harrison's administration and 
tinder which thousands jot pensioners are 
now drawing pensions. 


If Senator Palmer regarded himself as 


the friend of dependent soldiers when he 
congratulated Cleveland npon that veto, 
he would still estimate himself the friend 
of the soldier were he to aid in taking 
away the pensions 
under that law. 


Those whom he characterise as the ene- 
mies of the pensioners wonld, to a man, 
be with him in such a movement. We 
presume that the Senator regards the 
ex-confederates as the enemies of the 
pensioners, and yet these people in their 
recent war upon the pensioners did not 
propose to go as far as the Senator's dis- 
patch to Cleveland indicates he wonld 
probably go, if he proposes to be consist- 
ent. They proposed only to rescind all 
pensions to those whose annual income 
is 8600 and over, and those widows who 
married soldiers over Live years after the 
war closed. 


It is aleo noteworthy that the senator 


admits that there are those who are the 
enemies of pensioners. Such people do 
not belong to the Republican party. 
Such men find congenial homes in the 
Democratic party, and Senator Palmer 
consorts with that class of men and will 
be controlled by them. In fact a ma- 
jority of the members of his committee 
who are Democrats arn of that class, and 
they will not be controlled by Senator 
Palmer. 


The facts are that Senator Palmer is 


trying to deceive tbe pensioners into the 
belief that in his hands they are safe. 
But the fact remains that a majority ot 
the men who are demanding an over- 
hauling of the pension system are the 
paroled prisoners of the government and 
those in sympathy with them, and it is 
npon this demand tint Senator Palmer 
favors an investigation into what he 
characterizes as "alleged frauds and ir- 
regularities" whioh is used as a cover for 
a general attack upon the pension sys- 
tem, frauds or no frauds.

am's selection for secretary of <*t&te of 
jis impulsiveness and foolish resentment 
n which, on several occasions, when eit- 
iiog as a judge, and the prisoner, who 
after Laving been sentenced by him 
made some sido remark by way of difisat- 
afaction, was flailed back and his sec- 
;ence increased, were not creditable to 
Gresham. But none of these showed 
the small calibre of the man as much as 
ais recent conduct toward Consul New. 
New is an Indianian who has been 
against Gresham, and took a prominent 
part against him and in favor of Harri- 
son in the Republican convention in 
1888. 
When Harrison became president 


he appointed New to the London consu- 
late. Since Cleveland's inauguration 
and Gresbam's appointment as secretary 
of state, Mr. New, as is customer}, for- 
warded his resignation to take effect 
May 1, 1893. This period was allowed 
by Consul New as a matter of courtesy to 
the new administration, as about that 
length of time would be necessary to 
properly accredit hia successor and for 
the new oonfaul to reach London. But 
when the resignation reached Gresham, 
instead of receiving it in the spirit in 
which it was sent, made it a pretext to 
offer Consul New an insult and cabled 
him as follows: "Your resignation is not 
only expected but demanded at once."

Army of the Republic. The big parade 
if- in progress this afternoon, and Deoa- 
t ir veterans are in line to keep time to 
the mnsio, 


Commander Harlan will say in his an- 


nual address that the financial condition 
of the Granc* Army in Illinois was never 
better than the present. 
It is out of 


debt and has a neat balance in the treas- 
ury. While this is true, it is a sad fact 
that tor the first time in its history the 
department shows a net loss in its mem- 
bership during the year just past. 
This 


loss amounts to 2,002 members, bringing 
the total down from 32,984 to 30,982. 
There lire, however, 680 posts, as against 
620 las-.year. This indicates that while 
the order is holding its own as to popu- 
larity the ravages of age are making 
deep inroads upon the ranks of the vet- 
erans. 


The total amount expended by the 


Grand Army of this department for 
charity daring the last year was 810,726, 
and in addition to this amount 8400 was 
donated to Ked Bud oyolons snfferers. 


The Woman's Belief Corpu makes a 


noble showing of 83843 in money and 
84885 in valuables other than money ex- 
pended in charity and 81003 turned over 
to posts.leaving a balance in the treasury 
of 84400. In addition, the Belief Corps 
contributed 8474 to the relief oC Bed 
Bud Bufferers.

THE DERBY IS DOOMED. 


Soft Hats Crowding Out the Old- 


Time Favorite Head Gear. 


The derby hat appears to be doomed, 


rind in most cities there is nothing to be 
seen on men'e heads but soft felt hats. 
There is a general rush for the soft hats, 
with rolling brim and split top. It looks 
quite as dressy as the derby, and is far 
more desirable, as it fits the head snugly 
and doesn't let the wind go careening 
between the hat lining and the base of 
your brain as the stiff hat does. A 
curious thing about the hats is this: Not 
many years ago the stiff hat was all the 
go in the east, and the soft hat was 
characteristic in the west; now the con- 
ditions are reversed. Even the farmers 
now sport derbys, and we wouldn't bo 
surprised to find some of them plowing 
with ping bats on. 


Gravel Beads. 


In speaking of the miles of gravel 


road built out from Dscatur, J. H. Burn- 
ham said in a letter published last year: 
As gravel is found in several banks in 
the township (though never used until 
within a short period) the ocst is not 
large. 
About three miles were con- 


structed in 1891 at an average cost of 
81,100 per mile for the hauling, let by 
contract, a farther bill of 10 onnts per 
yard being paid for part of the gravel. 
Some of the earliest built roads cost 
more than this amonnt, but 81,000 per 
mile will nominally pay for and gravel 
road where the gravel is not so far off 
as to be shipped by rail. 
I have found 


by injniry that where it must be shipped 
the cost will run from 82,000 to 82,250 
per mile. 
None of these towns which 


are building these roads appear to bo 
willing to dispense with them and it is 
my opinion that Deoatur can well afford 
to gravel its roads even at a cost of 
82,500 per mile, provided the best kind 
of gravel is obtained and that it is skill- 
fully Applied at the right time of the 
year. —Bloomington Pantagrrph,

Found Guilty and Sentenced 


TO BE IMPRISONED AND HEAVILY P1HED 


And Required to Make Restitution to

(ectlng Scenes. 


• Decisions Beached in the Panama Canal 
Oase. 


I'AKII, March 22.—Interest in 
the 


Panama trials has fallen oft consider- 
able during the week, and the assize 
court, bufurc which the defendants are 
feeing tried, lias not been as crowded 
during tlio latter days of the trialt 
B» it was on the opening days. Foi 
three or four day1-, pa-it; counsel for the 
defendants have argued in behalf oi 
their cl'ents, and yesterday M. De 
Mange, who appeared for 
Antonirj 


Proust, presented his reasons why 
Proust should not be convicted undei 
the indictment for corruption in con- 
nection with the Panama affairs found 
against him. 
Ho made an able- pre- 


sentation ot his case, endeavoring to 
•how the jury that Proust's actions 
•bowed no guilt on.hii part. 


Upon the conclusion of M. De Mange'! 


address the cases were givun to tho 
jury, who retired to consider their ver. 
diet, ami after a comparatively shorl 
tibaunce re-turned to the court room, 
•which had in tho meantime filled up 
with a crowd of persons who learned 
that tho trials were approaching a close, 
ond, after the usual legal preliminaries, 
announced that Charles do Lesseps, ac- 
cused of corrupting ex-Miniator of Pub- 
lic Works Kaihnt to support the Pan- 
ama lottery bonds bill, had been found 
guilty, that M. Baihut had confessed 
his guilt in open court, and had also 
been found guilty, and that M. Blon- 
din, who had assisted in the bribery of 
Baihut, was also guilty. 


The other defendants were declared 


not guilty. These were M. San Le 
Roy, 
ex-deputy, accused of changing 


hi1) vote in committee on the Panama 
canal bill as tho result of bribery; Sen- 
ator Beral, accused of being bribed by 
Jiaron Kcinach, and Deputies Dngnonde 
la rauoiuincric, Gobrou and Antonin 
Proust, who were accused of corrup- 
tion. 


The court, after deliberation, sen* 


tcnced SI. liaihut to imprisonment for 
five years, to pay a fine of 75,000 francs, 
anO to tlie loss of civil rights. 
M. Blon- 


din was sentenced to imprisonment for 
two years and De Lcsscps to imprison- 
mem for ono yuar, they to run cur- 
rently with the five years' sentence al- 
ready imposed on him. All three of the 
convicted prisoners were condemned to 
pay the costs and damages demanded 
by the civil parties to the proceedings. 


The sentences of Re Lesseps and 


Illondin were made comparatively light 
on the ground of extenuating circum- 
stances m their cases. 


The court also ordered M. do Lesseps, 


M. Blondin and M. Baihut to pay to M. 
Monchicourt, 
tho liquidator of tho 


Panama Canal Co., S7,j,000 francs, tho 
amount taken from the treasury of the 
company and paid to M. liaihut for his 
Influence in the lottery loan bill. 


Charles do Lesseps received his sen- 


tience calmly, although tho strain of 
the trial had rendered him exceedingly 
liaggard and nervous. When ho rose 
"before the retirement of the judge to 
Teafllrm his innocence, ho spoke with 
difficulty and occasionally hesitated for 
almont a minute to compose his feelings. 
Jle told the jury with apparent earnest- 
ness that IIP hail always tried to do his 
duty as a director of the company, and 
that whore he had erred in judgment 
lie hud supposed he was acting for the 
beht interests of the canal and of the 
state. 
He repeated briefly his charges 


of extortion against M. Baihut, and al- 
luded with genuine emotion to the 
trouble which had overtaken his father. 
In his testimony he had told the truth, 
and his conscience was clear of self- 
reproach 
Although visibly shaken by 


his feelings several times during his 
epeech to »he jury tho calmness which 
he gained toward the 
closo lasted 


through the reading of tho verdict, the 
delivering of his sentence and his re- 
turn to his cell. When his wife visited 
him in his cell, shortly afterwards, he 
"broke down and wept like a child. 


M. Baihut talked for an hour in his 


tell with his wife and two daughtera 
ppspi'e the hopelessness of his case, ho 
evidently was unprepared to bear the 
full weight of his sentence, for during 
the interview with his family he sobbed 
repeatedly, anil begged their forgive- 
ness for the disgrace that ho had 
brought upon them. 


M. Illondin was hardly less affected 


when lie bade good-by to his son and 
daughter.

BODIES IN A BOX. 


The Ghastly Find of a Mlesourl 


Farmer While Hunting1. 


FIVE DEJD AND DECOMPOSED BODIES 


Floating in the Missouri River Furnish 


• n Explanation of the Mysterious 


Disappearance cf a Family 


of Emigrants. 


8r. JOSEPH, Mo,, March 22.—Compton 


McCoy, a farmer residing a few miles 
south of this city, on the Missoviri river 
banks, was ducking on a sandbar yes- 
terday afternoon, when he discovered a 
largo dry-goods box floating with the 
current. He fastened the box to the 
shore, and. breaking it open, was nearly 
overpowered by a terrible stench which 
arose from the box. An investigation 
disclosed that the box was filled with 
dead bodies in an advanced state of de- 
composition, the remains being so badly 
decomposed that identification was im- 
possible. 


Coronor Reynolds made an ivestiga- 


tion and found the remains were those 
of four men and one woman, and ap- 
uearances indicate they had been mur- 
dered, tho remains placed in the box 
ami then sat adrift. The community 
is in a terrible state of excitement. 


It is supposed the remains are thosa 


of a family of emigrants who disap- 
peared in a mysterious manner from 
near Bulo, forty miles north of thig 
city, last fall. 


THE TELAVTOGRAPH. 


Batlilactory Testa of Facsimile Tele- 


graphing. 


CHICAGO, March 22.—A number of 


newspaper men and invited guests 
witnessed an exhibition of Prof. Elisha 
Gray's telautograph in the Home in- 
surance building yesterday afternoon. 
The telautograph, as its name implies, 
enables one to transmit instantaneously 
by a wire a facsimile of his handwrit- 
ing to a distance. An ordinary pen or 
pencil is employed. As it moves a pea 
at the other end of the line moves and 
forms the words and letters in precisely 
the same way. Whatever is written 
at one end of the line is reproduced in 
facsimile at tho other end. Tlie tests 
yesterday were entirely satisfactory, 
many of them being made by the 
guests. 
Writing, sketches, musical no- 


tation and 
stenographic 
characters 


were transmitted with equal fidelity. 
The tests were made through artificial 
resistances representing many hun- 
dred miles of wire. It is expected that 
the telautograph will be generally 
«sed as an adjunct to the telephone 
and for business purposes generally 
where private wires are employed. 


Reporter Choate in Chicago. 


CHICAGO, March 23.—While Carlyle 


W. Harris, who was sentenced to death 
in New York Monday, was searching 
Recorder Smythe's court room for Dil- 
wortli Choate, tho reporter, upon whom 
he spent much wrath, Choate was en- 
joying himself as best he might in Chi- 
cago, apparently indifferent to the 
scene in tho New York court.

Flower be 
called upon to interfere with tho exe- 
cution he had material by which ho 
hopes to prevent the exercise of cle- 
mency. He had not been seen at the 
hotel since his identity was discovered. 


A Governor Boasted.

BLOWN TO ATOMS. 


Frightful Explosion in a Flouring 


Mill. 


WINDOWS BROKEN TEN MILES &W&T, 


And Scores of Buildings in tha Imme- 


diate Vicinity Wrecked—The Con- 


cussion Felt for a Distance 


el Fifty Miles. 


111., March 22.—The, 


Planet mill, owned by Kehlor Bros., of. 
St. Louis, burned to the ground yes. 
terday morning. It was the largest 
winter wheat flour mill in the world 
The explosion accompanying the fire 
shook the surrounding country for a 
radius of fifty miles. In the immedi- 
ate 
vicinity 
of 
the 
mill 
many 


houses were torn completely to the 
ground and smashed as though egg 
shells. The millwright, John Carvi, 
was burned to death while attempting 
to escape. The loss to the mill alone is 
$500,000, while several individual losses 
exceed $3,000. The mill was insured 
for $250,000. The total loss, it is be- 
lieved, will exceed 1700,000. 


The firemen battled with the flames 


for three long hours, finally subduing 
them to such an extent that the ad- 
joining property was saved. The ex- 
plosion broke every plate-glass window 
in the stores of the city, prostrated al- 
most everyone in the streets, shook 
houses loose from their foundations 
and jarred the machinery of the Liteh- 
field Car • and Machine Co. to t,uch an 
extent that work was suspended. 


The large elevator standing imme- 


diately across the Wabash track west 
of the mill and containing some 250,000 
bushels of wheat was quickly in flames 
and together with its valuable contents 
burned to the ground. 


When the flre started the citizens 


were awakened by the ringing of fire 
bells, and before many of them could 
dress they were stunned by the terrific 
shock of the explosion, and the next 
moment found the .walls of their home 
falling upon them. 


The shock of the explosion was felt 


in the adjoining villages of Clyde, But- 
ler, Gillespie and Hillsboro. In many 
of these places the concussion was so 
great that plate-glass windows were 
broken. 


Window glass was broken and chim- 


neys blown down in towns ten miles 
distant. Nearly every house within a 
radius of two blocks of the mill was 
badly wrecked.
